“ The Methods of Raising Chu rch

was a mu ch v ex ed and 
somewhat v ex ing su bject, and 
was 
admirably handled by the presiding 
elder of the Dix on District Dr. 
G. 
C. Clark. 
T he reports of recent re­ 
v iv als shows an encou raging 
state 
of spiritu al 
growth throu ghou t the 
ju risdiction.

The afternoon program was one fu ll 
of rich m e a t—an intellectu al and spir­ 
itu al feast. 
After the u su al openiog 
ex ercises Dr. P. II. Swift called Rev . 
J. W. Richards of Freeport to the 
chair. 
T he first paper read was that 
of Rev . M. E. Cady , D. D., of W estern 
Av enu e chu rch, Chicago. 
Dr. Cady 
is a well-remembered and mu ch be­ 
lov ed former pastor of 
the 
Dix on 
chu rch, and his appearance was greet­ 
ed by many of his former parishioners 
and friends ou tside the denomination. 
Hie topics was “ The Problem of the 
Social Meetings;” by which was meant 
the pray er-meetings of the chu rch. 
T here ou ght to be bu t one problem as 
to these m eetings—how 
to 
condu ct 
them; bu t there are others; among 
them, how to get the people there. 
T he praper-meeting—why we hold it? 
If it is a meeting of well-seasoned 
saints in a well-seasoned atmosphere 
of spiritu al absorbtion, in a room illy 
v entilated, solemn becau se so 
near 
death and so far from life: then we 
had better su spend the pray -meeting. 
It wou ld be better tha t it shou ld 
die 
and stay dead for a good long time, 
u ntil resu rrected by the v oice of God. 
T here are two conceptions of 
the 
Christian life. 
One looks u pon all ap- 
piicanees as a meu t s to get to heav en; 
the other looks u pon them as a means 
to get others to heav en. 
T he first con­ 
ception is u n-christian: the second is 
Christ-like. 
A pray er-meeting on the 
latter line will hav e no problem; its 
object will be the helping of others to 
bear the bu rdens of life. 
W e ask for 
grace: bu t grace alway s comes to him 
who is try ing to be graciou s. 
T he 
charactor of the pray er-meeting de­ 
pends greatly on the cha rac te r of the 
leader. 
No 
leader 
can 
bring 
a 
pray er-meeting 
to 
a 
higher 
state 
of 
spiritu al 
activ ity 
than 
he 
himself 
possesses. 
One of the 
first du ties of the leader is to make the 
meeting interesting—not merely inter- 
taining. bu t v itally interesting. 
1 his 
du ty is often ov erlooked. 
A du ll pray ­ 
er meeting is not good for au y thing in 
God’s economy , 
In an 
interesting 
pray er meeting the leader is thorou gh­ 
ly aw ake—aliv e. 
He knows the dif­ 
ference beesv een ex perience and pro­ 
fession: between thou ghts and words. 
He opens and closes 
the 
meeting 
promptly , and does not follow a cu t- 
au d-dried 
program. 
He reads in a 
wav to bring ou t the moaning of scrip­ 
tu re selection, and his remarks are 
bright and brief. 
He realizes tha t the 
barrenness of most pra.v ei-meeting is 
not so mu ch of spiritu ality a* of intell­ 
ectu ality —a lack of thou ght. 
One of 
his hardest tasks is to get his people 
to pray briefly , and pr<(//; to speak 
briefly and sut j something. 
A 
pray er- 
meeting 
tha t 
does 
not 
stimu late 
throu ght has little eflect on the life. 
The pray er-meeting shou ld be a place 
of genu ine refreshing: not a place for 
complaints or eritisms. 
T here shou ld , 
be nothing there depressing to the; 
choc rfu ine-s and 
brotherliness 
and j 
blessing. 
It shou ld be an indispensa-; 
b'.e help in the affairs of life. 
T he 
pray er-meeting tha t leav es a strong 
reiish is the strongest inv itation to 
.•otrie again. 
It shou ld be a school of 
spiritu al cu ltu re. 
A 
good 
pra je r- 
j meeting cannot be pu rchased ex cept 
by a large draft on the richest intel­ 
lectu al and heart forces. 
[The abov e 
are bu t a few of the v alu able thou ghts 
that were forcibly amplified in 
Dr. 
Cady 's ex cellent paper.) 
Dr. H. D. Kimball of Sy camore nex t 
read a finely written paper on “ The 
Sermon and its Accessories, 
the r e ­ 
su lt of mu ch thou ght, ample cu ltu re 
and rich ex perience. 
He held that in 
the mind of the Master, the sermon— 
the preaching of the gospel—was the 
central thing and all other teligiou s 
serv ices bu t accessories in Christian 
worship. 
He pled for sermons strong 
and pu lsating with spiritu al life, con­ 
ceiv ed 
in chaste langu age of well- 
chosen words. 
W hile the sermon is of 
central importance, no part of the ser­ 
v ice shou ld be held in light esteem. 
Here the speaker shot a polished shaft 
at certain pu lpit manner.-!. 
In rightly 
reading 
of 
the 
hy mns 
and 
the 
seiptu re>. 
a 
proper 
» tu dy 
of 
them is necessary , thou gh genu ine­ 
ness and 
not 
art 
is 
needed 
to 
their 
impressiv e 
presentation. 
He 


clearly defined the different requ isites, 
and the reasons therefor, in indiv idu al 
and 
responsiv e reading—in the one, 
clear emphasis shou ld be giv en and all 
monotone av oided: while the other re ­ 
qu ired an entirely different treatment 
for the most perfect effect. 
Rev . H. D. Atchisdn of W ilm ette fol­ 
lowed Dr. Kimball with a paper on 
“ Chu rch 
Mu sic,” which was fu ll of 
su ggestions most ably presented. 
Mu ­ 
sic he conceiv ed to be indispensable to 
worship, and it wou ld seem t ha t God 
had no av enu e of greater power in 
which to rev eal himself to man. 
He 
treated in passing, of the Jewish tem­ 
ple serv ice, the songs of Solomon, the 
mu sic of the early Christians, 
St. 
Au gu stine's tribu te to sacred song, the 
Gregorian chants, tb** Mass. etc. 
He 
8{K)ke of the place of the agency of mu ­ 
sic in religiou s rev iv als iu all ages. 
The Wesley an rev iv als marked a new 
era in mu sical worship, nev erless there 
is less effort and money ex pended in 
the cu ltiv ation of mu sic among the 
membership of that chu rch than in 
most of the denominations. 
T he re 
had been in the m atter of sacred mu sic 
a reaction from Popery throu gh the 
sev erities of Pu ritanism. 
T he problem 
now is how to dev elop this legitimate 
and intregal part of the serv ice. 
He 
epoke in strong words against the sen- 
su rou s songs and triv ial jingles that 
debase and disgrace tru e, religiou s 
worship. 
W he the r or no the Metho­ 
dist chu rch can dev elop a mu sical wor­ 
ship appropriate to itself, it is to be 
hoped will be rightly decided. 
In clos­ 
ing. he spoke of mu sic as a mighty 
force, and of its power to draw all men 
together. 
Prof. D. A. Hay es of G a rre tt Bibli­ 
cal 
Institu te, Ev anston, then read a 
paper on “ The P rea cher and the En­ 
glish Bible,” which was an able adv o­ 
cacy of a greater familiarity , among 
preachers, with the scriptu res in all 
their parts and in all their bearings on 
life in its v aried phases. 
P a u l ’s famil­ 
iarity with the Hebrew scriptu res in 
their bearing 
o n the Christ was dwelt 
u pon. 
He was permeated with 
Holy 
Writ, and mu ch of his power » with the 
people lay in his complete knowledge 
of the W ord of God and ability to aj>- 
ply it to the qu estions of his age. 
So 
also with Lu ther, with Melancthon, 
with Wesley and with Whitefield. 
Dr. Smith of Englewood rend by re- 
q jest nis paper on “ Spiritu al Messages 
from Longfellow,” which was 
a most 
appreciativ e 
tribu te 
to 
A m e r ic a s 
prince among the poets, the oi ly A m e r­ 
ican s' ar enshrined among the galax y 
of the “ P oe t’s Corner” in grand old 
Westminster. 
He is not cou nted by 
the critics among the fiv e gre at poets 
in modern times, of which Wordsworth 
is the last; bu t he has a larger client­ 
age than any modern poet 
ex cept 
Bu rns. 
He ex cels in this, t na t his 
songs gu sh from the heart.

Christian sentiment.

in the ex pressions of Longfellow—not a 
sickly sentiment,bu t a gloriou s inapt« r- 
ing passion. 
His poem- breath a gos­ 
pel of lov e, of strength, of patience. 
His lines alwaj s betoken a deep, lov ­ 
ing tru st in God: a simple faith i- be­ 
tokened in all he wrote.

The incident which occurred in the 
French chamber concerning the v iola 
» inn of the secrecy of a letter adrlreHsed 
to M. Dclcasse by a high official of the 
minitstry of marine has stirred the pu b ­ 
lic, which is surprised that such pro 
ceedings take place under the third ro- 
public. 
Created in 
IHiiO, the cabinet 
noir was 
a 
permanent 
office 
under 
Louis Philippe and Napoleon III, who 
used and abused it in order to learn Un­ 
political secrets of their opponents. 
It 
was generally believ ed hy the public 
th a t the office had long been suppressed 
by the present gov ernment. 
B u t after 
the incident mentioned those who still 
believ e in the secrecy of the post, < f the 
telegraph or of tho telephone exhibit, an 
incredible credulity which is extremely 
rare at this flu do siecle. 
Those who 
are so im prudent as to w rite their in 
most thoughts* concerning any politician 
m poW'-r will he wi-i* no longer to im ­ 
agine that a Je tb r which arriv es at its 
Instillation 
apparently unopened 
has 
not b u i read by a third party. 
As is 
w e l l known, it is also easy for an offi- 
ial to h a m these« rets of the telephone 
by applying hi* < nr to tho receiv ers at 
the central office, and by so dniup’ to 
intercept phrases which arc both ia- 
tructiv e and amusing. 
It now appears 
t h a t fii« « postoffice officials also giv e 
themselv es u p to flu- delicate pleasure 
of satisfying their curiosity. 
They onif loy 20 different metlxals in 
order to essuago their professional m 
fjuisitiv (tin ss. 
If' an env elope is closed 
in the ordinary manner hy a thin layer 
« if gum, they hav e tho choice of two 
system.*— when the paper is tough and 
strong they slip with great precaution 
a v ery thin 1 ut Hot cutting blade be­ 
tween the two gummed parts, and with 
a little practice they a m soon aide to 
separate tho paper w ith o u t any tear; 
when the « nv t lope is thin and brit­ 
tle they open it by tin- primitiv e, and 
ImUieJy means of steam. Tin so pr< et ed 
ings are extremely simple, and tin ror 
respondeuce of many masti r.s and mis 
tresses has often been slyly treated in 
the same way hy an inq uisitiv e dom es­ 
tic. 
This industry req uires v ery little 
skill, and tin* only capital necessary »-> 
a small a m ou nt (¡1 patience. 
Tin; more 
suspicious indiv iduals f. » ten their F t 
tcrs w ith scaling wax and imagine that 
they arc conseq uently 
perfectly sale 
lrom any surreptitious 
attack. 
Tin« 
officials of the cabinet 
ioir, howev er, 
.ire a t so easily dele at* I. 
By judi- 
i iousJy b(‘tiding and twis nig the part 
f tin- paper surrounding tlm seal they 
gradually detach the latter, w hich d u a l­ 
ly remains unbroken in their hands with 
a v ery thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining the contents of tin*, 
letter they replace the seal intact at the 
exact place winch it prev iously occu­ 
pied, and both the sender and receiv er 
of tho letter remain in blissful igno­ 
rance of their maneuv ers. 
Other correspondents, ev en more sus 
picious, are not satisfied w ith gum and 
wax, but supplement them by a small 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inv entor to render any tampering 
with a letter impossible. This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
the stationers, certainly complicates the 
work of the intruding official. 
He rises 
to the circumstance, howev er, and after 
carefully remov ing the stamp and niak 
ing u cross cut oif tho sq uare from 
which it has been remov ed lie intro ­ 
duces a small steel instrument w ith a 
special hook a t the extremity. 
This 
hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting the sheet round the 
stem of the instrument- it can be finally 
extracted w ith o u t any apparent injury 
If by chance the note paper is refractory 
and cannot he twisted owing to its stout­ 
ness, the operator cuts the entire length 
of one side of the env elope. 
The con­ 
tents are easily obtained in this man 
ner, but the reclosing of the env elope 
req uires much delicacy of workm anship 
and is, in fact, almost worthy of an 
artiNt. 
Alwiut a m illim eter of each of 
the cut edges is carefully folded inward, 
gum med and pressed together until dry. 
This phase of the work, although rather 
difficult to a nov ice, is soon acq uired hy 
practice. 
There are m any other tricks employ 
ed, some of which speak v olumes for 
h u m an ingenuity. 
It sometimes hap­ 
pens, nev ertheless, that a letter baffles 
till the skill and experience of tho entire 
department, 
in that case their means 
are rough ami ready— they suppress it 
altogether. 
T he exterior appearance of 
the letter addressed to W. Delcasse be­ 
trayed tho work of the Cabinet Noir. 
This prov es not lack of ‘-kill of those in 
trusted with such an important but u n­ 
derhand duty, but simply negligence.— 
London (» lobe.

The responsibility of the one 
is about as great as the other, but when 
it comes to duties the sea dog has as a 
rule much more to bear, while, unlike 
the bank president, his salary is as 
small as his duties are large. 
It may 
surprise some of the regular transat­ 
lantic travelers to learn that their beau 
ideal of a sea captain who in faultless 
gold lace goes about the deck laug hing 
and « -batting with tho tourists, patting 
the half fare tots cn the back 
and 
doffing his cap to the rug clad occupants 
! of an easy steamer chair 
between tho 
; tim e that he spends in his berth, iu the 
j chartroom or on the bridge, gets 
little 
i m< re money a month than the detectiv e 
sergeant or the av erage steamboat cap­ 
tain. In many instances Air. Gold Lace 
gets less. 
Ono of the most successful lines r u n­ 
ning between this port and Europe pays 
its commodore, who has been ov er 20 
years in this particular serv ice, ¿.’35 a 
month, or about $17 5, This is about £ 40 
a week. Tho other captains in tins line 
are paid the eq uiv alent of $125 for 30 
d ays’ labor. 
Any number of m a tte r of 
no fact stories hav e been printed with 
tho object of showing tiiut the com ­ 
manders of tho great Jiners receiv ed in 
some cases sums ranging from $7 ,000 
to $12,000 per year. 
But such talk is 
idle.

In an a rgu m ent th a t master mariners 
aro well paid the point is adv anced that 
tho officers are fed while at sea and 
ev en alongsido the w h a rf with the best 
th at the m a rk e t affords and ut the ex­ 
pense of the steamship company.

8 0 per cent of these well fed gold laces 
are married and hav e big families that 
demand food, clothes and a home either 
hero or abroad, w hether or not tho snip 
is in pert. 
Tiiis establishment costs as 
much while the master m ariner is on 
the bosom of old Neptune as it does 
win n lie is playing dry cob at home for 
a short period. 
11 s going ol* coming 
Adds or deducts little from the general

There aro few* pursers on the Atlantic 
who command a hig her monthly salary 
than £ 10. They must have years of ex- 
p< hence, a host of friends and be “ top 
sawyers, ” as they say at sea, to com­ 
mand oven 
this figure. 
Unlike 
the 
stewards, an« i, in tho majority of cases, 
the ships’ surgeons, the purser is sel­ 
dom made the recipient of a g enerous 
tip. Nobody seems able to explain w hy 
it is so, unless it be that the purser, 
handling all the money of the voyage, 
which includes extra passage money, 
the receipts from 
the smoker made 
through the chief steward, tho wine 
bills from tho tables, all am ounting to 
a pretty large figure, is recognized as 
the financial end of the floating hotel 
and so treated accordingly. 
Tho smoker and its many attachments 
are luxuries w hich the captain is not 
permitted to enjoy, or if permitted rare­ 
ly indulg es in.

Borne passengers have the 
opinion that as the company pays the 
ship’s doctor those using him on a trip 
are not supposed to g ive financial recog ­ 
nition to his at ten ton. 
It is true that 
none is obliged to, but he should. 
The 
demand of a doctor at sea is in nowise 
different from that demand on land. 
The steamship companies g ive a passen­ 
ger board, lodg ing and transportation at 
a cost that could not be equaled on any 
railroad of the earth, when distance, 
accommodation and attention are con­ 
sidered. 
The luxury of a doctor, w hile 
g enerally force« !, is at the same time an 
auxiliary of tea travel for which the 
company receives nothing , and which, 
when free medicines are included, as 
they invariably are, costs quite a good 
deal. 
Experienced ocean travelers sel­ 
dom forget tbe surgeon when necessity 
makes them call for his attention dur­ 
ing a trip. 
But these experienced tour­ 
ists are few ami far between.—-New 
York Mail and Express.
